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What does the future hold 
now for city’s hospital?

FURTHER fears are being raised for 
the future of services at Ely’s hospital 
as the contentious Cambridgeshire 
NHS tender rumbles on. 

So concerned is GMB - the union for 
NHS workers - that they will be lobby¬ 
ing the meeting of the Cambridge and 
Peterborough NHS Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG) next 
week. 

All outpatient services at the city’s 
Princess of Wales Hospital are cur¬ 
rently delivered by Cambridgeshire 
Community Services NHS Trust. 

But that could all be about to change 
as the CCG Older People’s Programme 
has been put out to tender in the largest 
contract of its type to date. 

The CCG insists the procurement is to 
“improve outcomes and service quali¬ 
ty” for all patients. 

But residents and community leaders 
are worriedthe move will leave elderly 
and vulnerable patients isolated. 

GMB is now calling for the tendering 
process, which is worth up to £1 billion 
and has been ongoing since April, to be 
stopped immediately. 

Steve Sweeney, GMB regional organ¬ 
iser, said: “We believe the tendering 
process should be stopped with imme¬ 
diate effect as the latest developments 
are farcical. 

“The CCG should remember that the 
NHS belongs to us, not private compa¬ 
nies that they claim to be trying to 
protect through withholding key docu¬ 
mentation. 


“We are concerned that information 
is being kept from the union and the 
public in what is the largest procure¬ 
ment process in the NHS to date. 

“It is staggering that weeks out from 
the shortlisting stage the CCG have yet 
to discuss who will foot the bill if the 
successful bidder runs into trouble, nor 
whether profits will find their way to 
shareholders’ pockets.” 

The shake-up is the latest in a string 
of changes at Ely’s hospital in recent 
years. 

However, Dr Arnold Fertig, who is GP 
lead for the Older People’s Programme, 
is urging patients not to worry. 

He said: “Improving care for older 
people is one of our key priorities and 
we are currently looking at the way 
services are provided. 

“The CCG is led by GPs who look after 
many thousands of older people and 
we have been looking at how doctors, 
nurses and other professionals can be 
supported to improve services for older 
people by working better together. 

“The CCG’s over-riding objective is to 
improve outcomes and service quality 
for older people. 

“The current procurement will 
encourage existing and new providers 
to think about how they can better 
integrate services in order to keep peo¬ 
ple as well as possible.” 

The lobby is being held at the Ely 
Cathedral Centre, on Palace Green, on 
Tuesday, December 3 at 1pm.

Four in the running 
to succeed Sir Jim 


A BARRISTER and an astrophysicist 
are among the four candidates short¬ 
listed to become South East 
Cambridgeshire’s next potential MP. 

Former Farming and Food Minister 
Sir Jim Paice, 64, who has been the 
constituency’s MP for almost 28 years, 
announced earlier this year that he 
was going to retire. 

A shortlist of four candidates has 
now been selected by the South East 
Cambridgeshire Conservative 
Association and Sir Jim’s successor 
will be decided by his constituents at 
an open primary. 

The meeting is being held at Ely 
College, in Downham Road, on 
Saturday, December 7. 

The four candidates are: 

Heidi Allen: A councillor in St 
Alban’s, Hertfordshire, Cllr Allen is 
managing director of a manufactur¬ 
ing business. 

Born in Yorkshire, she studied astro- 
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physics at University College London 
before going on to work as an opera¬ 
tions manager in organisations 
including Royal Mail, Esso and 
Churchill Insurance. 

Charlotte Vere: Currently executive 
director of the Girls’ Schools 
Association, Ms Vere has worked in 
the private sector for 25 years. 

She was the Conservative candidate 
in Brighton Pavilion, where she 
increased the Tory vote but saw 
Caroline Lucas turn the constituency 
Green. 

She was finance director of the victo¬ 
rious No2AV campaign in the 2011 
referendum, and has campaigned for 
Conservative policies to be better tar¬ 
geted at women voters. She recently 
made the final four in Croydon South. 

Paul Bristow: The Conservative 


Future national chairman from 2003- 
OS, Mr Bristow stood in Middlesbrough 
South and East Cleveland in 2010. 
There, he increased the Conservative 
vote share by 3.8 percentage points, 
cutting an 8,000 vote majority to 1,677. 
He is also a former Hammersmith and 
Fulham councillor. 

Lucy Frazer: A barrister, Ms Frazer 
specialises in commercial law. She is 
an activist in Hampstead and Kilburn 
Conservatives, an ultra-marginal seat 
in which campaigning is all, where 
she is deputy chairman of the associa¬ 
tion. Like Vere, she made the final four 
in Croydon South.

The proposals, which have 
been approved by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, will see the build¬ 
ing being turned into two 
one-bedroom flats and 
three bedsits. 

Mr Audus also applied ret¬ 
rospectively to replace the 
building’s windows howev¬ 
er that was rejected. The 
outcome of that decision is 
yet to be confirmed.

CONTENTIOUS plans to turn 
a former vicarage and day 
care centre in Ely into retire¬ 
ment flats are set to be reject¬ 
ed next week. 

Dorset-based developer 
McCarthy & Stone’s proposals 
to turn Croylands, a Victorian 
building in Cambridge Road, 
into apartments for the elderly 
have been one of the most 
controversial planning appli¬ 
cations East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has ever 
received. 

The proposals involve 
demolishing part of the build¬ 
ing to make way for a three- 
storey extension - something 
which angry residents insist 
cannot be allowed to happen 
in Ely’s conservation area. 

Local people have also been 
campaigning for the propos¬ 
als, which were submitted last 
autumn, to be refused because 
they say the finished scheme 
would overlook homes, add to 
traffic issues and that it is 
overdevelopment of the site. 

In total, more than 150 let¬ 
ters of objection were sent to 
the council. 

The authority’s planning 
committee is meeting next 
week to make a decision on 


the proposals and case officer, 
Keith Hutchinson, is recom¬ 
mending that they refuse 
them. 

He said: “While the principle 
of development on the site is 
acceptable, the scheme, as 
submitted, would be inappro¬ 
priate. 

“It would erode the spacious 
open garden which provides 
the setting to this significant 
Victorian building in the Ely 
Conservation Area and the 
extension would be dispro¬ 
portionate to that existing 
building, constituting overde¬ 
velopment. It would detract 
from the overall character of 
the conservation area and it 
would affect the amenities of 
neighbouring residents. 


“The application does not 
provide sufficient justification 
for the removal of trees nor 
does it provide details of 
appropriate replacements or 
the protection of retained 
trees and insufficient evi¬ 
dence has been provided to 
demonstrate that biodiversity 
and species protection has 
been properly taken into 
account. 

“The application is therefore 
recommended for refusal.” 

The meeting is being held at 
the district council’s offices in 
Nutholt Lane, Ely, at 2pm on 
Wednesday, December 4.

School sponsor 
being sought 


MAJOR plans to build two 
new schools in a village are 
gathering pace - and poten¬ 
tial sponsors are now being 
sought. 

Discussions about provid¬ 
ing Littleport with its own 
secondary school have been 
ongoing for years and the 
plan is to now build a second¬ 
ary school and a special 
school in the village. 

Education chiefs at 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council estimate the ambi¬ 
tious project to cost around 
£30 million and the hunt is 
now on to find potential spon¬ 
sors. 

The schools will be funded 
by the council from a combi¬ 
nation of Department for 
Education (DfE) money and 
contributions from develop¬ 
ers. 

The schools - both due to 
open in September 2016 - will 
be located together on land 
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north west of Littleport, near 
its leisure centre. 

The secondary school will 
cater initially for 600 pupils 
aged from 11 to 16, with the 
potential for future expansion 
up to 750 pupils. 

The special school on the 
same site will cater for 110 
pupils aged from 2 to 19 with 
complex special educational 
needs. 

Christine Ambrose Smith, 
parish and Conservative dis¬ 
trict councillor for Littleport 
West ward, said: “Local par¬ 
ish, district and county coun¬ 
cillors have been lobbying for 
these schools for many years. 

“There will be a public meet¬ 
ing in the near future to give 
an outline of the process to be 
followed and will allow ques¬ 
tions to be asked and 
answered. 


“I’d urge residents to make 
every effort to attend. Lor the 
new schools to be a success, it 
is essential that the local 
community supports fully 
what is to be achieved, and it 
is up to the people of Littleport 
to make sure that they get the 
school that their children 
deserve.” 

The Education Act 2011 
requires new schools to be 
promoted either as an acade¬ 
my or a free school. The appli¬ 
cation process for sponsor¬ 
ship starts on Lriday, 
November 29 and ends on 
Lebruary 10, 2014. 

The council will shortlist 
applicants, who will then pre¬ 
sent their proposals at a pub¬ 
lic meeting in front of an 
assessment panel. The panel 
will then recommend a pre¬ 
ferred sponsor to the 
Secretary of State for 
Education, who makes the 
final decision. 


View wind farm plans - and have your say 


WIND turbines could be 
erected on land between 
Haddenham and Aldreth. 

There are plans to build four 
turbines - each measuring 
130m high - at Berry Len, 
Dam Bank Drove. 

Renewable energy company 
REG Windpower, which 
already has wind farms in 
Turves, Whittlesey and 


Ramsey, has submitted a 
‘scoping opinion’ to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council about the scheme, 
which is a document typically 
submitted ahead of a formal 
planning application. 

The firm is also proposing to 
set up a ‘community fund’ 
worth £36,000 a year to sup¬ 
port local organisations and 


community projects. 

Two public consultation 
events are being held for peo¬ 
ple to view the proposals and 
have their say. 

One is at Aldreth Village 
Centre on Friday, December 6 
from 3.30-7pm and the other 
is at Robert Arkenstall 
Primary School, Haddenham, 
from 10am-2pm.

will have to.” 


Pub is saved 
from closure 


ONE of Ely’s most popular 
pubs has been saved from clo¬ 
sure - preventing more than a 
dozen staff from losing their 
jobs. 

The Hereward, in Market 
Street, has faced an uncertain 
future for some months, ever 
since the Bramwell Pub 
Company went into adminis¬ 
tration. 

The pub’s team of 15 staff, 
including managers Wendy 
and Dave Smith, were also 
told they would lose their jobs 
if the pub were to close. 

But the Stonegate Pub 
Company has announced it 
has purchased the busy drink¬ 
ing hole as part of a package of 
78 pubs nationwide. 

Cheryl Trotty, 28, who has 
worked at the pub for about a 
month, said: “It’s fantastic 
news for us all and it feels like 
a massive weight has been 
lifted off our shoulders. 

“I have bills to pay and 
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Christmas is just around the 
corner so losing my job would 
have been pretty awful. 

“We’re all really relieved.” 

Ashley Jarvis, 26, from 
Littleport, said: “We’ve all 
been really worried about the 
future and nobody wanted to 
see The Hereward close. 

“We’re one of the busiest 
pubs in town so it would have 
been devastating for us to 
have closed. 

“We’ve all been told that our 
jobs are safe and the pub will 
be run pretty much as it cur¬ 
rently is, which is great.” 

The Stonegate Pub Company 
has also acquired Ye Olde 
Griffin in March. 

Toby Smith, chief executive 
of the firm, said: “We are 
delighted to have concluded 
the purchase of Ye Olde Griffin 
and The Hereward and wel¬ 
come the teams who work 


within them to Stonegate. 

“They are fantastic sites with 
great potential and we are 
pleased that with this deal we 
can secure the jobs of approxi¬ 
mately 1,600 people national¬ 
ly-” 

The news comes just weeks 
after East Cambridgeshire 
District Councillors threw 
their weight behind a cam¬ 
paign to safeguard the future 
of local pubs. 

The Campaign for Real Ale 
(CAMRA) is calling for the 
Government to improve the 
planning system so that it pro¬ 
tects pubs and does not allow 
them to be converted into 
other uses, such as housing, 
without planning permission. 

District council leader James 
Palmer has now written to the 
Government in support of the 
campaign.

Award for Alan, 45 
who pulled woman 
from burning car 


A DAD who saved a woman from a car 
which had burst into flames has been 
honoured for his bravery. 

Alan Chapman, 45, was driving 
along Branch Bank in Prickwillow on 
the afternoon of May 25 when he came 
across the scene of a horrendous acci¬ 
dent involving a motorcycle and a car. 

Tragically, the motorcyclist, Christie 
Joe Couzens, 22, of Parsons Lane, 
Littleport, was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

When father-of-three Alan, of The 
Barns, Littleport, arrived at the colli¬ 
sion, the 41-year-old female passenger 
of the car involved, a white Volkswagen 
estate, was screaming for help. 

The vehicle’s driver, a 40-year-old 
woman, was still trapped inside the 
vehicle, which had flipped upside 
down onto its roof, and had caught 
fire. 

Within seconds, Alan, a plastic 
moulder, had managed to clamber in

through one of the windows, unfas¬ 
tened the driver’s seatbelt and man¬ 
aged to get her out of the car. 

At Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service’s annual awards ceremony 
last Thursday, Alan was awarded the 
prestigious Certificate of 
Commendation. 

Speaking to the News, he said: 
“People keep telling me I’m a hero but 
I don’t really see it like that. I just went 
into action mode and did what needed 
to be done on the day. 

“Sadly I wasn’t able to help the 
motorcyclist as he had already died. 

“The passenger in the car was 
screaming that the driver was still 
inside and I could see flames coming 
from the engine. 

“I just rushed over to the car, which 
was on its roof, and managed to climb 
in through the window. I unfastened 


her seatbelt and managed to lift her 
out through the window. 

“I don’t know where I found the 
strength to do it all but it just came 
from nowhere. The inside of the car 
was so hot I could barely breathe. 

“The heat was so intense it even 
faded half of one of my tattoos on my 
arm. It’s not everyday that something 
like that happens but I just knew that I 
had to do something.” 

The woman was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital by air ambu¬ 
lance and survived her injuries. 

Chief fire officer for Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue Service, Graham 
Stagg, said: “I was very proud to pre¬ 
sent the Certificate of Commendation 
to Mr Chapman. 

“Although we wouldn’t recommend 
members of the public put their own 
lives in danger, this was a truly brave 
and selfless act, which I have no doubt 
saved the life of the driver.” 


Ely post office takes up home in car park 


ELY’S post office re-located 
into a temporary building 
in the car park behind the 
High Flyer pub this week. 

It is a move which has 
been slammed by residents 
and community leaders 
but, so far, local people 
have not been too disgrun¬ 
tled. 

Melanie George, of Ely’s 
Beresford Road, said: “I 
used the post office on 
Monday and although it 
isn’t ideal it wasn’t that bad. 

“The staff are still their 
chirpy selves and it is them 
who I feel sorry for the 
most. Obviously Ely does 
deserve better and I think 
Post Office has forgotten 
that we are in fact a city but 
I think we have to be grate¬ 


ful that the service wasn’t 
scrapped altogether.” 

Barry Waterman, of Silver 
Street, Witcham, said: “I 
was dreading using the 
temporary building in the 
car park but it wasn’t as bad 
as what I thought it would 
be. 

“I still think it’s a shame it 
had to come to such a ran¬ 
dom arrangement but at 
the end of the day Ely does 
at least still have a post 
office service.” 

The temporary building 
will be used until next 
January, which is when a 
decision on whether the 
city’s post office can re¬ 
locate to inside the Premier 
Convenience Store in High 
Street is expected.

Decision to scrap 
panel meetings 


MEETINGS which enable residents 
in the Ely area to speak up over 
local issues are to be scrapped. 

For seven years, East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
has run neighbourhood panel meet¬ 
ings in the region. 

The meetings, which are held 
approximately four times a year, 
enable local people to meet with 
representatives from the council, 
police and local housing organisa¬ 
tions to raise any issues or concerns 
they have. 

But council chiefs say the meet¬ 
ings are no longer an effective way 
of engaging with the local commu¬ 
nity and that they will be axed next 
March. 

The decision has been made fol¬ 
lowing a review of the panel meet¬ 
ings, conducted by district council¬ 
lors, county councillors, police and 
Sanctuary Housing officers. 

According to the review, the meet¬ 
ings were not achieving their origi¬ 
nal aims or being attended by many 
residents. 

A report published following the 
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review says the meetings were 
“using up significant resources 
from across all the organisations 
involved” and that the number of 
residents attending them had “con¬ 
tinued to decrease”. 

Council chiefs now want to set up 
new ‘Parish/Town Council Forums’ 
which they hope will be more suc¬ 
cessful, and further develop the 
use of the community web¬ 
site, ShapeYourPlace. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, 
chairman of the district 
council’s community 
and environment com¬ 
mittee, said: 

“Neighbourhood pan¬ 
els were very popular 
and successful when 
they first launched in 
the autumn of 2006. 

“They were a whole 
new way of engaging with 
communities which were 
really well received for the 


way they brought together all the 
bodies and organisations which 
worked for the benefit of an area. 

“Unfortunately despite the efforts 
of many people this initial success 
has dwindled in recent years. 

“In simple terms, with the availa¬ 
bility of new technology people are 
engaging in different ways with the 
councils, the police and others 
which has left the panels behind. 

“Our challenge now is to develop 
new forums which will better 
meet the needs of our resi¬ 
dents and use initiatives 
such as ShapeYourPlace 
as a way for communities 
to raise issues through¬ 
out East 

Cambridgeshire. 

“We will continue to 
do this work in part¬ 
nership to make sure 
we harness the strength 
and ideas of our resi¬ 
dents.” 

The five neighbourhood 
panels will cease to exist 
on March 31, 2014.

AROUND £350,000 is to be 
spent on improving a busy 
road in Littleport. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council has announced it will 
be carrying out repair and 
resurfacing work on the 
All01, Mildenhall Road. 

Contractors will move in on 
Monday, December 2, to 
repair the worse stretches of 
the popular commuter route. 

The council says the work is 
expected to take around two 
weeks, but that it will depend 
on weather conditions. 

A spokesman added: “Some 
delays are inevitable, but to 
keep disruption to a minimum, 
working hours will be 
restricted to 9.30am-3.30 pm 
with temporary traffic lights in 
operation.” 

The council is also currently 
repairing and improving a 
bridge on the Twenty Pence 
Road between Cottenham and 
Wilburton. 

The work, which is costing 
around £85,000, is seeing the 
concrete bridge being 
repaired, new kerbing being 
installed and safety fencing on 
the approach roads being 
replaced and improved. 

A reduced 40 mph speed 
limit and traffic lights are 
being used to control vehicles 
using the bridge.

Itaces of ancient 
paintings revealed 



JORDAN DAY 


AN archaeologist has dis¬ 
covered possible traces of 
an important series of 
16th century paintings at 
Ely's Old Palace. 

It was in 1597 that Sir 
Thomas Tresham, a 
famous Elizabethan archi¬ 
tect, commissioned a 
painter to decorate the 
west window of the Long 
Gallery in the Old Palace, 
where he was being held 
prisoner because of his 
Catholic beliefs. 

The Long Gallery is now a 
social area for King’s Ely 
Sixth-Lorm students as the 
Old Palace, on Palace 
Green, is now owned by 
King’s Ely. 

Tresham’s detailed 
description of the paint¬ 
ings still survives in a man¬ 
uscript in the British 
Library. 

Until now, however, no 
attempt has been made to 
find physical evidence of 
the Ely paintings. 

An archaeological inves¬ 
tigation has been carried 
out at the Old Palace by 
Paul d’Armada, a conserva¬ 


tor for the Hirst 
Conservation, who made 
several investigative holes 
in the modern plaster. 

He discovered a small 
surviving patch of original 
16th century limewash, on 
which there were two 
irregular black lines. It is 
believed they are probably 
the remains of an adhesive 


substance like bitumen. 

The findings support a 
theory by architectural 
historians that Tresham’s 
paintings were done on 
cloth and then stuck on the 
wall. 

Francis Young, assistant 
director of sixth-form 
studies at King’s Ely and 
who has recently written a 


book about the Old Palace, 
said: “I am delighted that 
evidence of Tresham’s 
paintings may have been 
found after so many centu¬ 
ries. 

“I think it is highly prob¬ 
able that these lines are 
indeed traces of Tresham’s 
work.” Investigations at the 
Old Palace are ongoing.

Delight as Luke, 
11, now able to 
enjoy bike rides 


A SCHOOLBOY with an eye 
condition is now able to join 
his family on bike rides 
thanks to generous cyclists. 

A group of 15 cyclists from 
the Octagon Cycling Club, 
based in Ely, made it their 
mission this year to raise 
enough money to buy Luke 
Salvador, 11, a new tandem. 

Luke is the nephew of Simon 
Pedley, a member of the 
cycling group, and was born 
with Nystagmus. 

Nystagmus is a condition 
that causes involuntary eye 
movement and makes it dif¬ 
ficult to focus on objects or 
recognise people more than a 
few metres away. 

Simon and the other mem¬ 
bers wanted to give Luke, 
from Swaffham, Norfolk, the 
same opportunity as other 
children his age to ride a bike 
so set about raising enough

money to buy him a tandem. 

In October, they cycled 100 
miles from Ely to Swaffham 
and back to raise funds and 
thanks to Soham Cycles, who 
agreed to provide a tandem at 
a discounted rate, they were 
able to buy him one. 

Luke was presented with his 
tandem outside Ely 
Cathedral. 

Robin Jones, founder of the 
Octagon Cycling Club, said: 
“It was a real pleasure to be 
able to present Luke with his 
new tandem. 

“We all take for granted the 
fact that we can freely hop on 
our bikes and explore the 
local countryside. Now Luke 
can join his family on their 
cycle rides.” 

Simon, of Dovehouse Close, 
Ely, said: “When I heard that 


Luke wanted to learn to ride 
with his little brother I came 
up with the idea of helping 
him buy a tandem. 

“The Octagon Cycling Club 
quickly agreed to the chal¬ 
lenge so that Luke will be able 
to cycle with his mum on the 
tandem along with his broth¬ 
er and other members of his 
family - something he could 
not do previously.” 

The club raised more than 
£1,000 in total - more than 
enough to cover the cost of 
the tandem - so Luke’s family 
are having a tow bar fitted to 
their car so that the bike can 
be transported around with 
them.

Don’t be alarmed by seeds 


THE Forestry Commission is 
reassuring residents that 
unusually large quantities of 
clumps of seeds hanging on 
ash trees this autumn does 
not mean they have Chalara 
Ash Dieback Disease. 

The organisation says it has 
received lots of calls from 
worried residents in 
Cambridgeshire. 

Steve Scott, regional direc¬ 
tor for the Forestry 
Commission, said it can be 
difficult to recognise the dis¬ 
ease in the autumn, when ash 
leaves are changing colour 
anyway. 


He said: “Some people have 
been mistaking signs of the 
exceptionally productive 
fruiting season, or ‘mast 
year’, which we’ve had in 2013 
for symptoms of the disease. 

“Clumps of ash seeds, which 
are known as keys, can at 
times resemble the blackened 
and shrivelled leaves which 
are a symptom of Chalara 
dieback of ash, so it is an easy 
mistake to make. 

“In the autumn, we recom¬ 
mend checking for signs of 
the disease in the bark of ash 
trees especially for the elon¬ 
gated, diamond-shaped 


lesions, or discolouring, 
which it causes around the 
attachment points of leaves, 
twigs and branches. 

“This discoloured bark can 
have splits in it.” 

The disease is caused by the 
Chalara fraxinea fungus, and 
Forestry Commission moni¬ 
toring has indicated that 
there has been little apparent 
spread of the disease in 2013. 

Most observed spread has 
been over short distances in 
areas which have higher lev¬ 
els of the fungus in ‘wider- 
environment’ situations such 
as mature woodland.

THE am-dram Cambridge Operatic Society 
(CaOS) is gearing up to perform Richard 
Rogers and Oscar Hammerstein IPs (they of 
Oklahoma and The Sound of Music) South 
Pacific at the Arts Theatre. 

Adapted from the Pulitzer Prize-winning 
novel, Tales of the South Pacific, by James A 
Michener, the show is chock-a-block full of 
hits and romance. 

We had a brief chat with professional 
director Chris Cuming: 

Tell us about the show - what should people 
expect? 

It's based on a collection of stories about 
people on the island of South Pacific during 
the Second World War. 

It's based around a love story, but there are 
all these underlying stories about race. There 
are a lot of political undertones, and when it 
came out it was a huge thing, a big moment 
for everyone. A lot of big Broadway American 
shows are based on the American dream, and 
this actually dealt with some difficult topics. 
You make it sound quite heavy going... 

It's also a show where every song is a hit! 
You've got Some Enchanted Evening, Nothing 
Like A Dame, Cotta Wash That Man Right 
Outta My Hair, it's a real Broadway classic 
show but also with a really genuine story. 
That's what we've really strived to do in 
rehearsals, is to get this human story across. 

So why should people come along? 

It's a warming piece that has a wonderful 
sense of optimism and hope. And it's a good 
laugh too. People will have a really enjoyable 


night and hear the classics they've grown 
up with. But also, see and listen to a true, 
human story where everyone can relate to 
a character, or to a thought, whether we've 
said it out loud or not. We've all experienced 
some of what these characters are going 
through and the moral dilemmas they're put 
in. 

Have you put much of a twist on the 
original? 

For me what's important about it is staying 
true to the real story. Sometimes on musicals 
people can get carried away with the 
showmanship and the pizazz factor, but for 
me that's there in the music; it's about finding 
the beauty of the story. It's not just a musical 
for us; we're playing it like a play. 

It’s ok if you’re not too fussed by musicals in 
general then? 

It's a show for everyone. It's not just for 
the musical theatre lovers out there, if 
you love a really good hearty story, then 
this is a show to come along to. There are 
some huge moments. We've got 28 in the 
orchestra, which is big for any show, let alone 
a local company, so the sound is going to be 
absolutely extraordinary. 

What else should we know? 

For me it's been great to come and see and 
enjoy the talent that Cambridge has got. 
That's what's joyous about these shows. 
What’s your last word on the matter? 

It might be the winter but come and see this 
summer show in the South Pacific! 

We might just do that.

SAVING MR BANKS

ALMOST 50 years after Mary 
Popping first charmed cinema 
audiences, Robert Stevenson's 
magical film continues to cast 
a spell with its lively charac¬ 
ters, heartwarming sentiment 
and hummable tunes. 

Yet the colour-saturated 
fantasy, which won five 
Oscars almost never 
materialised on the big 
screen. Australian-born British 
novelist PL Travers, who 
penned the series of books 
on which the film was based, 
famously rebuffed Walt 
Disney's efforts to purchase 
the rights for more than 20 
years. 

When she finally relented 
in 1961, Travers was granted 
script approval. Archive 
recordings of the meetings 
between the author, 
screenwriter Don DaGradi 
and songwriter brothers 
Richard and Robert Sherman 
reveal her resistance to the 
Disney-fication of her beloved 
nanny.

When we first meet Travers 
(Thompson), she has fallen 
on hard times yet still refuses 
to entertain the advances 
of Disney (Hanks). Yet the 
filmmaker is persistent and 
eventually, Travers flies 
to America to meet Walt 
and team including Don 
DaGradi (Bradley Whitford), 
Richard Sherman (Jason 
Schwartzman) and his brother 
Robert (BJ Novak). 

Despite a touching 
friendship with her chauffeur 
Ralph (Paul Giamatti), 

Travers is unmoved by the 
re-imagining of her cherished 
text and eventually she snaps, 
telling Disney: "Mary Poppins 
is not for sale. I won't have 
her turned into one of your 


silly cartoons." 

Something has to give and 
it is Disney who realises that 
if he is to win over the author, 
he must confront the ghosts 
of his own past. 

Saving Mr Banks is an 
embarrassment of riches, 
from the stunning lead 
performances to John Lee 
Hancock's assured direction 
and Kelly Marcel and Sue 
Smith's script, which intercut 
events in 1960s California 
with vignettes from Travers's 
turbulent childhood in 1906 
Australia.

cranberry 


CRANBERRIES are the staple fruit of Christmas, 
creating the sauce synonymous with turkey or adding 
warmth to winter punches, relishes and jellies. 

These beautiful deep red berries aren't only 
popular with us though, they are also adored by 
wetland birds, so this year, Wildfowl and Wetland 
Trust wetland centres all 
across the country are holding 
their first ever Craneberry 
Fest - a celebration of the 
famous wetland fruit and 
an iconic wetland bird, the 
crane, after which cranberries 
are named. From November 
30 until January 26, WWT 
Wetland Centres, supported by 
Ocean Spray, will be showing 
visitors how to make beautiful 
cranberry decorations for the 
tree and cranberry bird feeders. 

The plant was first named 
by early European settlers in America who felt the 
expanding flower, stem and petals resembled the 
neck, head, and bill of a crane. Most cranberries are 
still grown in boggy areas of North America and 
eastern Europe. They're not widely grown in this 
country, although specialist fruit nurseries may offer 
a few types and the RHS also sells them. 

The plants do have some visual worth, as they are 


evergreen and low growing, with pink bell flowers. 

Cranberry 'Pilgrim', for instance, available from the 
RHS ( www.rhs.org.uk) is a low-growing, evergreen 
cranberry with small, leathery leaves on lax stems 
that have an arching habit. Its attractive shape can 
be best admired when planted in a container so it 
can cascade over the sides of the 
pot. The tiny pinkish-red flowers 
appear in spring and are followed 
by tart dark red berries, a regular 
superfood packed with nutrients 
and vitamins. 'Early Black' has a 
spreading habit, evergreen leaves 
and large dark blue, fairly sweet 
fruit. 

If you have problems with 
drainage in your garden, the 
cranberry might actually be for 
you. They need extremely acidic 
soil, with a pH of less than 5, and 
semi-bog conditions. They prefer 
sun but will also withstand light shade. 

If you're planting them in the ground, dig a hole 
40cm (16in) deep and line the base and sides with 
plastic sheeting. Fill with an ericaceous compost and 
mulch with 5cm (2in) of sawdust or wood shavings. 
Punch a few small holes in the sides of the plastic 
just above the bottom to allow water to seep out. 

If you can, use rain water to thoroughly wet the 
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compost and trample it like grapes until the soil is 
soaking. 

"Keeping them well watered is really important 
and early to mid-summer is critical," adds Hunt. 

"Most days you will need to check the pot. They 
have a shallow root run so a pot 12 inches deep 
would be sufficient and ideally you want a pot which 
is wide but shallow." 

In spring, feed the plants with sulphate of 
ammonia, sulphate of potash and bonemeal and 
top-dress with ericaceous compost. 

If you are growing in pots you can control the 
conditions more effectively by spring planting in 
peaty ericaceous compost enhanced with around 
10% lime-free grit. You'll need to keep the plants 
really wet, so stand the pots in wide saucers that 
remain topped up with water, particularly rainwater, 
as tap-water contains too much lime. 

Feed the plants every week during the growing 


season with a product specifically formulated for 
acid-loving plants and you should be harvesting the 
berries in September and October. They will keep in 
the fridge for a good few weeks or you can freeze 
them or pop them on a tray in the oven on its lowest 
setting for a few hours to dry them. 

Once the dried cranberries start to look like raisins, 
they can be added to bird feeders, while the fresh 
ones can be made into festive tree decorations, using 
floral wire and threading cranberries and craft beads 
through it to form circles. 

You can also make snowflake decorations using 
a foam ball in the centre. Thread 5in pieces of wire 
through it to form the spokes of a snowflake shape 
and thread cranberries on to the wire, gluing a craft 
bead at the end of each wire spoke, to secure the 
berries.
